Have you seen any of the recent superhero movies Hollywood has 
released? There's something very attractive about the idea of special powers 
like super strength, speed or resilience. Of course, that's pretty old hat to us 
— gesneriads display similar amazing abilities all the time. 


Last year was pretty hectic for me. During the winter my fiberglass 
greenhouse, which was seriously in need of repair, got ignored. For weeks at 
a time I never walked in there, afraid of the death and destruction I would see 
from a broken watering system and low temperatures due to the many holes 
in the roof. This spring I again had time and energy to begin addressing my 
poor plants. I cleared out art supplies and tools that had invaded my attached 
glass greenhouse and reclaimed it for growing space; then I tackled the fiber- 
glass graveyard that once had been my personal rainforest. I began bringing 
in the more tender plants, at least the ones that appeared to have even a hint 
of living tissue remaining. I checked pots with nothing showing above 
ground for rhizomes and tubers, and repotted the ones I found. I set up capil- 
lary matting, trimmed damaged leaves, took cuttings of stringy Columneas 

. and they leaped up from the bench, unsheathed their razor-sharp claws 
and destroyed the evil Dr. Mite with one ferocious slash! Well, not exactly. 


Okay, so my gesneriads didn't do any violence in the cause of justice or 
freedom, or even freedom from mealybugs, but what they did do is recover 
beyond all reasonable expectations. Kohlerias usually like it pretty warm, but 
after a winter in sodden, degraded potting mix at temperatures only seen at 
high elevations or certain drafty greenhouses, the rescued rhizomes are 
putting on quite a show. Some of the Columneas that had died down to stubs 
are even in bloom. I was afraid I had lost my Sinningia 'Amizade', but the 
tuber was still firm and now it is showing off several flowers on a tidy little 
plant. Drymonias also hate the cold and they were looking pretty sad when I 
found the pots that had labels identifying the contents as Drymonias (I sure 
couldn't tell from looking at the plants!). Drymonia ‘Francisco Pizarro’ has 
bloomed since its move, and two species have put on such growth that I'm 
going to have to rig some sort of trellis so they don't overtake the matting 
like kudzu on roadsides. 


Meanwhile, Superman isn't the only one capable of preternatural speed. 
The morning of our flight to Rochester to attend Convention, I came across a 
ripe pod of unknown pollen parentage on a hybrid miniature Sinningia. I 
quickly sprinkled the seed onto the surface of a small pot, watered it, zipped 
it in a plastic bag, and headed out the door. When I returned six days later, 
the pot was green with tiny seedlings. If I take care of them and transplant 
them regularly, I can have blooming plants in five months or less! Superman 
couldn't do that; he obviously has a problem with chlorophyll. (Why do you 
think green kryptonite makes him weak?) As for super strength — have you 
ever tried to pry an overgrown Sinningia tuber from a pot? 


I think I've shown conclusively that gesneriads have super powers, but 
they also have super friends. Because of The Gesneriad Society, I have super 
friends, too. 
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Whether at the annual convention, a Board retreat, or a chapter show — 
wherever I meet members of The Gesneriad Society — I am struck by what 
wonderful friends they've become during my years in this group. They come 
from different countries, hold different jobs, make different kinds of families, 
have limited resources or truckloads of money but, without fail, they are 
lively, warm and generous folk. How many times have you admired a plant 
and immediately been offered a cutting? Why do we have such an extensive 
Seed Fund? Aside from the remarkable contributions of Maryjane Evans, 
other people have taken time to pollinate, harvest, and mail seed. Why do 
they do that? For money, fame and glory? Those things are in rather short 
supply in the gesneriad world. No, it's their generosity of spirit. That is also 
part of the reason we have a first-rate journal. Jeanne Katzenstein is an out- 
standing editor, but she has to have copy to edit, and that requires someone 
to sit down, organize their thoughts, and expound at length on something. It's 
amazing how easy it is to write email and how hard it can be to write an arti- 
cle for a newsletter or journal. But members of The Gesneriad Society do it 
because they feel an obligation to each other and to the Society and because 
they want to contribute to the greater good. And how about all those color 
photographs in GESNERIADS? First, the photography was donated. ("No big 
deal", you say? — you try getting to the convention show room with all your 
equipment in tow by 6:00 a.m.!) Then, the funds to pay for the color printing 
were donated by chapters or individuals for the purpose of everyone's enjoy- 
ment. And a convention, while planned by a few key committee members, 
once in motion becomes a community effort with many people pitching in to 
fill whatever role is needed. 


Commenting about the design on 
our newest tee shirt, Recording Secretary 
Peter Shalit said that the three adjoining 
Sinningia speciosa blossoms reminded 
him of the friendship and camaraderie 
among the members of our Society. I 
agree, but I want to be a little more effu- 
sive: I'd say the bright, patient, funny, 
creative people who gather in apprecia- 
tion of our super plants are our super 
friends.

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Convention Board Review 2006

The Gesneriad Society held its 2006 Annual Convention at the Hyatt 
Regency Hotel in Rochester, New York, USA. The Society's Board, led by 
President Carol Ann Bonner, met on July 4th, 7th, and 9th. In addition, the 
annual General Membership Meeting was held on Friday, July 7th. 


The Board elected the following officers for a two-year term ending in 
2008: Bill Price, First Vice President; Kathy Spissman, Corresponding 
Secretary; and Becky Fontes, Treasurer. The other three Officers continue in 
their current positions for another year. 


Several new Committee Chairs are taking office. Pam Braun will be our 
new Finance Committee Chair, filling a vacant position. Lee Stradley will 
head the Archives Committee, replacing Lee Linett. Julie Mavity-Hudson 
will now head the Internet Communications Committee, replacing Alan 
Lane. Vivian Scheans will chair the Library and Education Committee, 
replacing Dee Stewart. 


The Board voted to fund two important projects for the Society. We will 
hire a professional web design company to redesign our Website which has 
become more and more important to the functioning of the Society. We will 
publish a newly rewritten edition of the manual "How to Know and Grow 
Gesneriads" illustrated with color photographs. All new members will 
receive a copy, and the manual will be sold in bulk quantities to individuals, 
chapters, botanical gardens, etc., for re-sale. In addition, the Frelinghuysen 
Arboretum Chapter has generously donated $5500 to The Gesneriad Society 
to pay the cost of printing and mailing a copy of this new manual to every 
current member of the Society. Our goal is to have the new version of "How 
to Know and Grow Gesneriads" printed and published by the end of 2006. 


At Friday's General Membership Meeting, Molly Schneider presented 
Awards of Appreciation for 2006 to Alain Chautems and Arleen Dewell. See 
the article on page 26 of this issue. 

The Membership voted to accept the Nominating Committee's slate of 
Directors for the three-year term ending in 2009: Allison Brigham, Doris 
Brownlie, Rebecca Fontes, Mollie Howell, Paul Lee, Leslie Milde, and Lee 
Stradley. 

Finally, under the guidance of Helen Bortvedt, Treasurer, the Gesneriad 
Society Board crafted a Budget for the 2006 year, and adjourned until next 
year. See you all in Miami in 2007!

Enjoying The Gesneriad Society 50th 
Convention in Rochester, New York

With the Society's convention planned for Denver in two years, several 
Colorado members attended this year's event in Rochester. We assisted at 
Registration and also with the set up and check out at plant sales for a 
behind-the-scenes look at what is entailed in these critical events. We 
attended all the meals and participated in every activity and event we could, 
taking copious notes along the way. The Society's last convention in Denver 
was in 1997, and things have changed in the intervening years. This year 200 
people registered for convention; 3,210 plants were purchased from the sales 
room; the flower show included 249 entries from 54 exhibitors, about double 
that of the 1997 convention (125 entries, 33 exhibitors). This was the first 
convention for 56 attendees (identified by a gold star on their badges) and 12 
of these "first-timers" were responsible for exhibiting 52 entries or approxi- 
mately 20 percent of the show. 


Our group, which included first-time convention attendee Irina 
Nicholson, arrived late on Monday and settled in adjoining rooms. At the air- 
port on Tuesday, we picked up our fourth, Georgia commercial grower 
Kathy Spissman. While she and I, as a nominee for the Board of Directors, 
went directly to the Board Meeting, Ann Watterson and Irina drove to Lake 
Ontario. The balance of the Colorado contingent (Bonita Hutcheson, Miriam 
Denham and her son Donald) enjoyed an adventurous and wet boat ride 
under Niagara Falls that day. 


The wake-up call came at 6:30 a.m. on Wednesday, a long day during 
which convention activities begin in earnest. My only consolation was that 
although my system registered 4:30 a.m. Mountain Daylight Time, it was 
worse for those from the Pacific and international time zones. At the opening 
breakfast, it was announced that members had traveled to Rochester from 
Brazil, Canada, England, Japan, Russia, Switzerland, and Taiwan — and that 
we missed Ingrid Lindskog from Sweden!

Wednesday morning is traditionally reserved for the judges' training ses- 
sions. We four used that block of time to enjoy the scenic drive to The Violet 
Barn. After lunch at a local restaurant, we returned for the judges’ interest 
group meeting. Shows & Judging Chair Ben Paternoster remarked that there 
had been a record number of participants in the judges' training school. He 
introduced the topic of evaluating the ornamental value of non-blooming 
Petrocosmea and a lively discussion followed. 


Jeanne Katzenstein eased the transition to updated nomenclature by dis- 
tributing a handout that summarized recent name changes in Gloxinia, 
intergeneric name changes in the tribe Gloxinieae, recently described species 
of Nematanthus, and several other substantive nomenclatural changes in 
Capanea and Alloplectus. Of further importance, she announced that for con- 
sistency our journal would now follow the nomenclature presented in the 
World Checklist of Gesneriaceae. The checklist, compiled by plant system- 
atists from the Smithsonian Institution, reflects the long history of mono- 
graphic and floristic research on the Gesneriaceae. The web site is accessible 
at URL <http://persoon.si.edu/Gesneriaceae/checklist> for those wishing fur- 
ther information. For this convention's flower show entries process, 
nomenclature had already been updated in the software application 
Showtime to reflect these changes. 


At the meeting of the Chapter Presidents later that day, the discussion 
focused upon ways in which newsletters could be shared among the chapters 
and affiliates and how information and printed materials to recruit new mem- 
bers and stimulate programs could be developed and shared using the 
Society's soon-to-be-updated web site. Arleen Dewell also described and dis- 
played the cultural and generic series of fact sheets created by the Vancouver 
African Violet and Gesneriad Society. 


The informal reception provided by the host chapter, the Gesneriad- 
Dicts of Western New York, was an opportunity to relax and mingle before 
the opening dinner that honored the Society's chapters and members and 
included a state-by-state (U.S.) and country roll call. The room emptied 
quickly after this meal so people could get a good seat for the Gesneriad 
Hybridizers Association (GHA) meeting. 

This year's program "Hybridizing Episcias" by Dale Martens, Jim 
Bodnar, Thad Scaggs, and Betty Cessna was 50 images of pure pleasure. To 
encourage hybridizing, Dale included nine "how-to" pictures that illustrated 
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the basic anatomy of an Episcia flower, the sexual organs of a perfect flower 
(appropriately labeled in pink and blue), the transfer of pollen, the develop- 
ing seed pod, seeds, sowing, and growing. And, above all, Dale illustrated 
her frequent mantra to transplant frequently (every two weeks for eight 
weeks, then remove cotyledons and plant deeper in the pot). There were an 
additional 51 images of new hybrids from hybridizers around the world 
working with many genera — Kohleria, Sinningia, Streptocarpus, Eucodonia, 
Saintpaulia, and the intergenerics xAchimenantha and xSmithicodonia. 


No GHA meeting is complete and no one leaves the room until the raffle 
of plant material is over. Bits and pieces of amazing gesneriads are available 
for distribution if you have a winning number — and eventually almost 
everyone does. For those last few individuals at the end, who under other cir- 
cumstances would have no selection whatsoever, Dale holds back a few 
special treats. I selected a large leaf of Streptocarpus ‘Blueberry Butterfly' 
when my number was called. Streptocarpus, Chirita, and Petrocosmea do 
well in Colorado, tolerating the frequent single-digit relative humidity. 


This program, as well as several others from the 2006 Convention, are 
available on CD, launching a new initiative from the Publications Committee. 
(See the ad on page 41.) Plan on purchasing a copy as well as the others that 
are currently available. This year, copies of Ron Myhr's narrated program 
"Gesneriads in the Wild" were available for sale. I plan to show it at one of our 
meetings and to lend my copy to the local tropical plant club for one of its 
winter programs. In addition, THE GLOXINIAN 2005 is available on CD, with 
articles in portable document format for easy searching and reading, and files 
of images that show up on my computer, at least, as easily searchable thumb- 
nails. Both these CDs were affordably priced at $10. These are a good thing! 


On Thursday a number of us who did not participate in what were uni- 
versally acclaimed as outstanding tours of Highland Park and the Eastman 
house and gardens, assisted with the set up for plant sales. Plant sales tradi- 
tionally open following the closing of flower show entries and completion of 
final details in the show room. Plants from about 18 contributors were priced 
and sorted into groups by genus, transported to the sales room, and arranged 
on the sales tables. Empty table space was left for the plants that commercial 
growers Paul Sorano and Rob Robinson were delivering later. Amazingly, 
the plant sales room was organized and locked by 1:30 p.m. or so. Having

earlier mailed our chapter's donation of reprints for the silent auction, we 
were able to enjoy a leisurely dinner and visit until the plant sales opened 
later in the evening. 


Each plant sale I have attended has been a bit different from all the oth- 
ers, reflecting different strategies for getting eager buyers in and out 
efficiently, varying layouts with square, rectangular, and round tables that 
affect how easily you can move about with a large box full of plants, and 
assortments of plants for sale that reflect the proximity of commercial grow- 
ers (the Northeast and southern California have poor Colorado beat there!) 
and local members' tastes. Plans to encourage early registration (for example, 
early entry into the sales room) are discussed and revised. At the Denver 
Convention in 2008 expect to see a "complex hybrid" sales room, reflecting 
the bits and pieces we think are best from our convention experiences. Also, 
I admit that assisting with set up helped me make my selections and move 
quickly through the sales room so that I was among the first who were able 
to check out before the two lines became long and slow. This is a definite 
benefit to accrue from volunteering to help at plant sales! 

Friday began early for me, attending the breakfast for judges and clerks, 
before flower show judging started at 7:00 a.m. Each year I am paired with 
two other (more experienced) judges and benefit enormously. This year it 
was my good fortune to judge with Marilyn Allen and Judy Becker. One per-

spective on judging is to have a single panel judge all of one group to ensure 
consistency. Another says that is too boring and it is more stimulating and 
challenging to have diverse classes to judge. I admit to preferring the second, 
especially as I continue to be placed on panels with experienced judges. 


The first lecture was Edward Giorgianni's presentation "What is color? 
— An introduction to color imaging and human color vision". As a poor 
plant photographer, any assistance I can receive on producing accurate color 
images and identifying (and remedying) what can go wrong is beneficial. 
Later that afternoon, the second program was John R. Clark's lecture on 
"Cyrtandra: An Evolutionary History". Cyrtandra is a large genus of more 
than 600 species of shrubs and small trees, rarely herbs or vines in the mono- 
generic subfamily Cyrtandroideae. Species are distributed in the 
Indo-Malayan region, Thailand, Queensland, Hawai'i, and the South Pacific. 


The Annual Meeting was held as usual at the Friday luncheon. The part I 
enjoy hearing about is new chapters and affiliates and seeing a representative 
receive their charter. Shortly after returning to Colorado, I received word that 
the group in the southeastern part of the state that we had been nurturing had 
applied to become an affiliate. Eventually, Colorado will join so many other 
states in having more than one chapter. 


I am always surprised during the presentation of the awards, even hav- 
ing participated in judging and listened to panels and individuals discuss the 
exhibits. There is silence followed by enthusiastic applause when the horti- 
cultural and other exhibits receiving special recognition are announced and 
the awards distributed to surprised winners by Awards Chair Jo Anne 
Martinez at the Friday banquet. This year's banquet, commemorating the 
Society's 50th convention, was celebrated by some in tuxedos and other 
fancy dress to everyone's delight. 


The flower show traditionally opens for viewing after dinner. Cameras 
come out, people take notes, and most would stay for hours if they could. A 
few weeks later I took copies of photographs of the show room set up with 
and without exhibits to the convention planners at the hotels under considera- 
tion for Denver in 2008 to give them a sense of the layout and display. This 
was something unusual and new to them, and they were won over com- 
pletely. Julie Mavity-Hudson's after-convention posting of shared images of 
the blue-ribbon entries and winners of special awards on the Society's web 
site enables anyone to enjoy the show! 
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Listening intently during the Judges Critique 


The flower show judges' critique at 7:00 a.m. on Saturday morning still 
felt as if it were at 5:00 a.m. to me! However, it is the only opportunity to 
hear an intensive, one-hour, no-holds-barred appraisal of the show — and the 
judges’ performance! You might hear that your panel's decision for a class 
was not a good one. The discussion includes sharing of growing experiences, 
particularly of plants not commonly grown, reinforces that writing good 
comments is still a challenge, and judging novice classes uses normal rules 
that are tempered to educate and encourage. 

Immediately after, Olive Ma Robinson's program "Design Made Fun" 
covered the basics of design, especially the consequences of not reading the 
schedule carefully, and design examples. However, what I found most enjoy- 
able and useful was the time she spent showing you the supplies to bring for 
design work and how to organize them. I am still not convinced that I have 
any aptitude for design, but perhaps I could take Olive's advice not to be 
afraid to fail and try one locally. It's easy for her to say not to be embar- 
rassed! 
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The final lecture of the convention was Mauro Peixoto's presentation on 
Nematanthus. All 31 taxa native to Brazil were illustrated and described. His 
explanations of the etymology of the specific epithets were a thoughtful addi- 
tion. People new to gesneriads frequently struggle with the taxonomy and 
immediate exposure to scientific names. We need to remember to take the 
time to explain the derivation of a scientific name or basic principles of tax- 
onomy whenever possible. 


The luncheon honoring the commercial growers was followed by the 
live auction. You have had an opportunity to view the items in the auction 
room and wonder what plants from the show might be offered. To heighten 
the anticipation, the organizers pass out lists of the items available with space 
to track the winning bids. This year I went home with one of the plants that 
Karyn Cichocki contributed, Streptocarpus 'Rose Scentsation', and also with 
Paul Kroll's mammoth variegated Streptocarpus 'Winter Dreams' x S. 
‘Canterbury Surprise’. Leaves from Paul's plant went home with a number of 
people and another one will soon be on its way to Russia with friends of 
Irina's (Irina is Russian and has been in the United States for about 10 years). 


The bidding is spirited and for a good cause — benefiting the Elvin 
McDonald Research Endowment fund. Auctioneer Bill Price kept things 
moving briskly, especially during the exciting bidding war for the plant of 
Streptocarpus 'Lemon Curd' hybridized and donated by Kenji Hirose. A 
record amount was bid, and Helen Bortvedt commented later at the final 
Board meeting that this one item alone would fund a scholarship. 


Convention closed with a final trip to the sales room, packing plants and 
suitcases, and the tour to Genesee Country Village and dinner. A comfortable 
drive through the countryside, a meal with friends, and a quiet return com- 
pleted the evening. 

As the hosts of a future convention, I hope that we can provide as pleas- 
ant an experience as the Gesneriad-Dicts of Western New York did ... and 
do it as graciously!

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How I Grow Chirita brassicoides 


'Marble Leaf'

I received a little plantlet of this species at the 2005 Convention from 
Tim Tuttle who had gotten it from a nursery exporter in China. Not knowing 
anything about its growing requirements, I tried to learn more about it from 
the internet. All I could glean is that this species is native to SW Guangxi 
province (Longzhou Xian) in southwestern China and that it grows among 
rocks on limestone hills. The climate of the whole province was stated to be 
"dry mild winters and long hot humid summers". I was unable to determine if 
its leaf patterning was usual for the species or if this was a specific clone. 


With this climate and locale information in mind, I potted it in the mix I 
use for Chiritas: 1/3 each by volume of peat, perlite and vermiculite to which 
I added extra lime. I have used New Zealand sphagnum moss in this mix but 
found the lime-loving gesneriads tended to prefer regular peat and extra lime. 


After several trials of placement in my growing areas, I found the plant 
seemed to do best on the edge of a two-tube shelf, in a somewhat cooler area, 
with a temperature range of 15-21°C (59-70°F) in winter and 18-26°C (64- 
80°F) in summer. The lights are on timers set for 12 hours on/off. 


My plant was fertilized weekly with 1/4 strength of several fertilizers in 
rotation, including 20-20-20, "Fish", 20-8-20, and DynaGro. As it grew, the 
plant often needed watering midweek as well. On the whole, I keep it on the 
dry side as I do my other Chiritas. 


Due to its very rigid leaves that tend to grow distortedly, it had to be 
turned frequently. This growth habit is similar to Chirita liboensis. The 
flower stalks, which first began in about March, occasionally needed help to 
free themselves from under the foliage. There were 3 flower stalks showing 
on the plant at the convention with another 6 developing under the leaves. 
Each stalk produces 8-10 large pale purple/mauve flowers with a lighter 
throat with 3 brown blotches. 


Like other Chiritas, this species can also be propagated from leaves. The 
propagating mix must be "open" and kept barely moist to prevent the leaf 
from rotting. The plantlets that develop from leaves have the marbled mark- 
ings of the parent plant. 


In conclusion, I feel that this attractive, compact-growing, floriferous 
new species is an interesting addition to the range of available Chiritas and 
hopefully will contribute positively to future hybridizing efforts.

This report is adapted from the award-winning educational exhibit presented 
at Convention 2006 in Rochester: 


From The Gesneriaceae of Guiana 
A.J.M. Leeuwenberg, 1957 


Lembocarpus — Small acaulescent terrestrial or sometimes epiphytic 
herbs, 5-20 cm high, with a small tuber bearing the leaves and the peduncles. 
Leaves usually solitary, petiolate; blade cordate-orbicular, acute or obtuse at 
the apex, cordate at the base, irregularly sinuate-dentate, subpalmate-veined. 
Inflorescence axillary, solitary, subcymose, few-flowered. Peduncle slender, 
about as long as the leaves, with some small bracts. Sepals 5, green, free, 
equal, linear-lanceolate, with three longitudinal veins. Corolla pale blue or 
tube white and limb lavender or white with purple dots inside on the limb, 
amply tubular or campanulate, oblique in the calyx, 2-4 x as long as the 
calyx, not spurred, dorsally slightly gibbous at the base, not contracted above 
the gibbosity, nor in the throat, hardly ventricose; limb spreading, slightly 
oblique; lobes 5, subequal, broadly rounded. Stamens 4, didynamous, 
included; filaments not contorted, free from each other, inserted on the base 
of the corolla; anthers oblong, coherent in pairs; cells parallel, discrete, 
dehiscent throughout by a longitudinal split. Ovary superior; style included, 
deciduous; stigma bilobed. Disk annular, narrow, entire. Placentae ovulifer- 
ous only on the outer surface. Fruit a capsule, bivalved. Seeds (immature) 
shining, obliquely ellipsoid, longitudinally or obliquely striate. Distribution: 
One species in the mountains of Suriname. 


L. amoenus — Type: SURINAME: Nassau Mts., Maguire 40806 (U). 
Leaves sometimes 2 together, petiole slender, mostly shorter than the blade. 
Corolla pale blue or tube white and limb lavender (changing during anthe- 
sis?). Tuber globose with spreading adventitious roots, 2-15 mm in diameter. 
Leaves: petiole pilose or villose, 0.5-10 cm long; blade medium green above, 
paler green or purplish beneath, slightly oblique, about as long as wide, 10- 
140 x 7-140 mm (mostly about 50-80 x 45-75 mm), thinly membranaceous 
when dry, often very sparingly strigillose above, sparsely strigillose beneath, 
especially on the midrid and veins, 3-7 longitudinal veins together at the 
base. Inflorescence 1-7-flowered. Peduncle pilose or villose 4-16 cm long. 
Bracts linear-lanceolate, 5-8 x as long as wide, 2-10 x 0.3-1.5 mm, acute or 
acuminate, entire or obscurely dentate, pilose or villose on both sides. 
Pedicels pilose or villose, 5-20 mm long. Sepals 3-1/2-10 x as long as wide, 
5-11 x 0.5-3 mm, acuminate at the apex, entire or obscurely sinuate-dentate, 
villose with ordinary and capitate hairs outside, minutely puberulous or 
glabrous inside. Corolla 16-25 mm long, at the base 2-4 mm, at the throat 9- 
16 mm wide, pilose or villose outside, glabrous inside; tube 12-20 mm long; 
limb 11-21 mm wide; lobes entire, ciliolate, 5-12 x 2-6 mm. Filaments 
glabrous, gradually widenened towards the base. Staminode very small, 
glabrous 1.5 mm long, obtuse, without anther. Ovary puberulous, ovoid, 2-2.5 
x 1.5-2 mm; style about as long as the stamens, glabrous. Disk glabrous. 
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Capsule broadly ovoid, puberulous 5-6 x 4-5mm; valves chartaceous, 
glabrous and shining inside. Immature seeds medium brown. 


Ecology: On moss-covered dripping rocks (once found on a small tree 
testibus Lanjouw & Lindeman), on ferrite boulders in montane savanna- 
forests; alt. 400-1100 m. 


SURINAME; Nassau Mts., Lanjouw & Lindeman 2466 (U), 2593 (U), 
2833 (U); Ibid., Maguire 40788 (U), 40806 (U, holotype); Wilhelmina Mts., 
B.W. 7077 (U); Emmaketin, B.W. 5807 (U). 


Some additional specimens belong to Lembocarpus and perhaps to L. 
amoenus. 


Lembocarpus amoenus 
1) General 


a. Name Lembocarpus (Lembo = boat, carpus = fruit) is a monotypic 
genus with the sole species amoenus (L. "pleasant, nice") 


b. Distribution: Eastern Suriname and French Guyana 
2) Distinctive characteristics: 
a. Tuberous gesneriad (but tuber is very small!) 
b. Acaulescent (stemless); unlike almost all tuberous gesneriads 


c. Biphasic / biennial growing pattern. First season two small (~ 5 mm) 
leaves; later 


d. Leaf habit asymmetric: leaves die back during dry period followed by 
one large (~ 15 cm) and one smaller (~ 5 cm) leaves 


e. Bivalve "boat" fruit with a thin flap 


3) Horticultural conditions: The plant was obtained October 2005 as a small 
seedling from March 2005 sowing 


a. Aerial humidity: Plant requires total humidity and is suitable indoors 
for terrarium culture 

b. Soil: Ordinary potting mix 

c. Light: Seems to prefer low light conditions. In higher light, the leaf 
pedicels and flower peduncles are very short 


d. Fertilizing: Pelleted fertilizer added to soil at first transplant January 
2005; not re-fertilized thereafter 


e. Watering: Liberally; never allowed to dry out 


4) Flowering period: Approximately 4 weeks, April 15 — May 15, or 3 
months from re-emergence from dormancy in January 


5) Seed Development: 
a. Shake pollination not successful 
b. Mechanical pollination was successful 
c. Ripening period about 3 weeks 


Supplemental Notes from John Boggan: 


"Leeuwenberg described the flower as having an annular nectary but was mis- 
taken; my own dissections of fresh flowers, of both the Suriname and French Guiana 
populations, have never shown any nectary at all (Leeuwenberg worked only from 
pressed material so it's easy enough to make a mistake). Unfortunately this error has 
been propagated in the literature by numerous authors through the years and it has 
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been extremely difficult to get it corrected because everyone keeps citing the same 
erroneous source and nobody bothers to check it for themselves. This is a critical 
bit of information as an annular nectary is completely unknown in Episcieae and 
more consistent with the tribe Gloxinieae (which is where Hans Wiehler placed 
Lembocarpus)." 


"Lembocarpus has been definitively shown by research cited in recent papers by 
Roalson et al. (2005) and by John L. Clark (2006) to belong in tribe Episcieae and 
most closely related to Rhoogeton and Cremersia."

"Wallace, since you did the educational display on Lembocarpus 
amoenus (at convention), maybe you can answer a few questions for me. 
How large will the plant get? Mine has seven silver dollar size leaves. I 
would like to plant it in my terrarium. Also, when does it bloom? Does it go 
dormant? What type of fertilizer is best? I am growing it under cover, lower 
cool shelf, at the edge of the lights. Appreciate your help."

"Lembocarpus amoenus grows on wet, moss-covered rocks in forests in 
Suriname and French Guiana. It requires medium to low light, high humid- 
ity, and constant moisture. I have grown it in a mixture of coarsely chopped 
long-fiber sphagnum moss mixed about half-and-half with my regular pot- 
ting mix, and fertilized VERY sparingly. It forms a tuber and does have a 
dormant period when the foliage dies back. I'm not certain if it is best kept 
dry or slightly moist while dormant — probably the latter. Although it comes 
from relatively low elevations in the tropics, it did quite well for me when I 
grew it in a cool basement many years ago in Ithaca, NY."

"It grew as a small seedling in a polystyrene beverage cup for 2 months. 
It had 2 little leaves like a lettuce seedling. I let it dry out accidentally over 
the December 2005 holidays. I put some water in the cup and it re-sprouted a 
bigger plant in January. After that it was kept in a window, partially 
obstructed southern exposure, with no added light in a small 2.5 gallon 
aquarium. I transplanted it once in February and added about 3 pellets of 
Osmocote fertilizer (that was the only fertilizer used). It began flowering in 
April."

".,.my plant... bloomed for the first time in June. Both Ben Paternoster 
and Wallace Wells said that they both had multiple blooms on their plants 
but I only had a single blossom. It is now growing many more leaves so I'm 
hoping for more blooms." 

"The blossom was white with a hint of light lavender at the tip. It opened 
slightly but never like the one that Ron Myhr has pictured on his website: 
http://www.gesneriads.ca/genmisc.htm. According to John Boggan, this was 
another collection of the species, which has been lost. I think this is a cute lit- 
tle plant and I have mine growing in a 3" pot, which I have in clear plastic to 
keep the humidity level up. I think it is the tomato fertilizer that I use that 
makes the leaves so green. It is growing alongside my two-tube light stand, 
but I had it growing on the top of the stand and it seems happy there as well."
